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MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


Plainfield, N. J., January 1, 1912 
To the Honorable Common Council. 


GENTLEMEN:—I am deeply sensible of the honor which I have 
of being permitted to address you in my present capacity. 

I am equally sensible of the obligations and responsibilities 
which rest upon your Honorable Body as the legislative representa- 
tives of the people and upon myself as the Executive. 

The needs of our city are many, and they multiply constantly. 
New questions arise from day to day, requiring solution and adjust- 
ment, and as these questions arise and: the needs grow, the re- 
sponsibilities of the governing authorities increase proportionately. 
They are called upon to please many people of many diverse inter- 
ests. It is impossible to please every one and unwise to attempt to 
merely please any one. The question must be always: What is 
right to be done? Then endeavor to do it. . 

I gather from my experience during the past year that a great 
many people fail to understand the powers and duty of the Mayor 
with regard to the enforcement of law. It seems to be a somewhat 
common belief that the Mayor makes the law to suit himself and 
that he is entitled to fashion it to meet the views of those who de- 
sire a law to fit a special case. Such, however, is not the case, 
and I will take the space to quote from the Charter of the City the 
rule laid down, and which the Mayor must follow: 

“AND BE IT ENACTED, That the Mayor shall be the 
chief executive officer of the city, and shall see that the 
laws of the State and the ordinances of the city are faith- 
fully observed therein. He may recommend the com- 
mon council to pass such measure as he may deem neces- 
sary or expedient for the welfare of the city. He shall 
maintain peace and good order therein, and in case of a 
riot or tumultuous assembly, may take command of the 
police force of the city to suppress it. 

“AND BE IT ENACTED, That the Mayor of said city shall, 
before he enters upon the duties of his office, take and sub- 
scribe an oath or affirmation that he will faithfully and 
justly perform all the duties of the said office to the best 
of his ability.” 

It therefore appears that Laws and Ordinances must be en- 
forced in order that those who do not know, or who have no re- 
spect for them, shall learn to know and to respect them. This 
relates particularly to the ignorant foreign element which comes 
to us in increasing numbers, and will continue to come as the years 
go by. They do not know and must be taught. If we fail in this 
particular, the final result must be disastrous in the extreme. 

I am pleased to be able to note a representation of more than 
one political party in your Honorable Body. It is a very desirable 
innovation, and I trust the results will be such that thé people will! 
feel the necessity of continuing the practice. A good healthy min- 
ority is always beneficial in every legislative body; it means a more 
frank and open discussion of public affairs; a more thorough de- 
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Nd 
velopment of ideas; the injection of an interest that was lacking; 
the voicing of both sides of a proposition. It is altogether com- 
mendable. 

For these reasons I am sorry that the bill passed by the last 
Legislature, making Boards of Education appointive in various 
municipalities in this State was for:some mysterious reason changed 
so as to exclude Plainfield from its operation, as that would have per- 
mitted the appointment of a bi-partisan Board. 

I think, by the way, that I may say in passing that the ideal 
Board of Education should consist of nine members, three of whom 
should be women. 

I wish to say also that I do not mean that I intend to cast any 
refiection on the members of the present Board of Education, for 
all of whom I entertain the highest respect. 

You have had placed before you by the heads of departments 
and the department committees the various reports showing the 
record in detail of the past year, and I will therefore not tire you 
with a repetition of these matters, but will briefly refer to some of 
them, 

Sewage Disposal 

The question of paramount importance this year is that relating 
to the disposal of sewage. We have fifty miles of sewage depos- 
iting their contents on beds that are, even now, inadequate to per- 
form the task imposed upon them. The burden grows no less; an 
effort to enlarge the capacity of the beds is met with opposition 
from without the city and from within. It is evident that some per- 
manent solution of this question must be reached. Procrastination 
will not do. The question must be settled. If the present opposi- 
tion prevails, enlargement of the beds will be impossible. 

The only practical plan would then seem to be @ trunk sewer 
leading to a distant point to be used by a number of municipalities 
who would pay pro rata for its use. 


Water 


After many years of discussion and examination, and the pay- 
ment of five thousand dollars to an expert to tell us what we already 
knew, we find that the thing to do is to avail ourselves of the 
water beneath our feet. The sum of twelve thousand dollars has 
been appropriated to carry on the matter, and an offer has been 
made to the Water Company for its plant, which has been refused. 
It is now proposed to go on with condemnation proceedings and 
acquire the plant if the price be not too high. If it is too high, 
the city can, of course, fall back on a contract. 

While I do not condemn the present method, yet I would have 
preferred the plan of sinking our own wells (and I know of no - 
part of the city where water is not obtainable), building our own 
plant, and if necessary, laying our own pipes—and, indeed, it may 
be necessary to pursue this course. 


Garbage and Ashes 


This subject presents a vexed question not altogether easy of 
settlement. Under the present system—or, rather, lack of system— 
disposal is through many channels, and the city has little or noth- 
ing to do with it beyond licensing the carters and directing where 
ashes may be dumped. 

This method is not by any means ideal, and has been much 
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criticised. It has, however, one big advantage—it don’t inerease 
the tax rate. Municipal control means the buying or hiring of 
wagons and other equipment, and the hiring of men; the gathering 
each day into one large mass the ashes and garbage of the entire 
city to be disposed of, the next question being how and where shall 
this disposal be accomplished ? 


Two methods present themselves—one is the erection of an in- 
cinerating plant; the other the erection of a utilization plant. There 
is going to be opposition to the erection of either of these plants 
within the city limits on account of the possible odor emanating 
from them. 


Jl am frank to say I am open to Rdeecunons with regard to proper 
handling of the subject. The disposal of leaves in the Fall is also 
a matter causing complaint. An ordinance now permits that they 
be burned during certain hours, which is unsatisfactory to many 
people. When the other question is settled it may well include the 
disposal of leaves. 

Streets 


The city has 81 miles of streets, of which 57 miles are ma- 
cadam, *% of a mile is brick and 23 miles unpaved. Macadam costs 
about $5,000 per mile to build. There are about 6 miles of storm 
sewers. The expense of maintaining the streets naturally in- 
creases from year to year, the appropriation for that purpose last 
year being $48,000, an increase of $8,000 over the preceding year. 


The street lighting service has been very poor for the greater 
part of the year. It would appear that the lamps are burned out 
or that an insufficient amount of current is being furnished. 


‘ Bonded Debt 


The bonded debt of the city is now $667,000. The sinking fund 
is $15,452.08, making the net debt $651,547.92. $13,000 was paid 


off in 1911, and $74,000 added; $40,000 being for school bonds | 


and $34,000 for street improvement bonds. ‘The floating debt is 
$44,000. The cash on hand and amount due from taxes, etc., 
amounts to $140,997.46. 

City Real Estate 


1. The real estate owned by the city, aside from fire houses, 
is as follows: Garbage Crematory property, situated on Myrtle 
Avenue, having a frontage of two hundred feet by six hundred in 
depth. For this property the city paid twenty-two hundred dollars. 

2. Lot corner Plainfield Avenue and West. Third Street, 49 
feet on Plainfield Avenue by 132 on Third Street. 

3. Tract known as ‘“‘Old Gravel Pit,’ on Midway Avenue, 423 
ft. front by 165 deep. Assessed valuation, $4.00 per foot. 

4, Lot Plainfield and Huntington Avenues, 30 by 120, donated 
to city. 

5. Poor Farm, West Front Street, 1,200 ft. on West Front St. 
by 1,700 to brook, containing over fifty acres. For this property 
the city paid $23,500. It contains approximately 250 to 300 build- 
ing lots. 

6. Pumping station, triangular lot on Randolph Road, 215 feet 
front, assessed at $2.00 per foot. 

7. Pumping station, on Monroe Avenue, 200 feet front by 250 
on Sherman Avenue, assessed at $8.00 per foot. 
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Liquor Licenses 


The city licensed last year nine saloons and two wholesale 
liquor dealers, producing a revenue of $10,600. The Elk Club 
House operates under a county license from which the city receives 
$298.50, making total receipts from this source of $10,898.50

Courts 


The City maintains two Courts, one for the trial of civil matters, 
which has jurisdiction over suits not exceeding $500, known as the 


' Plainfield District Court; the other for the trial of criminal mat- 


ters and for violations of City ordinances, known as the Plainfield 
City Court. 

The District Court is presided over by a Judge appointed by 
the Governor, his term being five years and his salary being $1,500 
per annum. He sits one day a week. This Court has also a Clerk 
and a Sergeant-at-Arms appointed by the District Court Judge. The 
receipts of this Court for the past year were $1,134, disbursements 
$2,278.50, showing a deficit of $1,144.50. The term of the present 
Judge expires this year. 

The Plainfield City Court is presided over by the City Judge, 
elected by the people every three years. He sits every week day, 
consuming fully half of his time. He has no clerk and keeps his 
own books. His salary is $1,000 per annum. The receipts of this 
Court for the past year are approximately $2,000. I have closely 
observed the operation of this Court for the past year, and am in- 
clined to the belief that the Judge is underpaid. It would seem 
but fair that he be given a Balary to equal that of the District Court - 
Judge. 

Fire Department and Building Inspection 

My observation and information is that the Inspector of Build- 
ings has more work than one man can properly perform. My be- 
lief is that this situation should be relieved by appointing a new 
Inspector of Buildings, and permit the Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment to give his attention to his duties there. 

The question of the purchase of automobile apparatus has been 
discussed for some time. If the money that was expended in the 
erection of the Netherwood fire house had gone into an automobile 
apparatus it would have been a much better investment, provided, 
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of course, the automobile apparatus is reliable and could always be 
depended upon. The impression I have gained is that they can not; 
in this I may be wrong and if I am wrong I am willing to be set 
right. One argument in favor of automobiles would be the doing 
away with the perennial fire horse question, which, I observe is 
again before us and which led to some illuminating discussion last 
year. Arguments are offered that, while this class of apparatus 
are very expensive, yet they are more economical as they cost noth- 
ing to keep, unless in operation. 

If we need new apparatus, or when we need it, I would be very 
sure that the kind we buy would do the work required of it, for I 
cannot conceive of anything more absolutely worthless than a ‘‘dead’”’ 
fire engine. 

Taxes 


Always with us and always a fruitful subject of discussion. 
Our taxes for 1911 were ten points higher than the previous year 
and yet the assessable valuation seems to have been about a million 
dollars more. I have labored under the impression that the in- 
crease in valuation ought to take care of the increased expenses of 
the city, but it don’t seem to work out that way. One item of in- 
crease in 1911 was the cost of the new election law, said to have 
added something like ten thousand dollars to the budget, and so 
far as that item is concerned I think it is worth it. Another item 
is an inerease of eight thousand dollars for streets over 1910. The 
water question added twelve thousand; Poor Department five hun- 
dred; contingent fund two thousand; Fire Department four thou- 
sand; Play Ground Commission one thousand; making a total of 
thirty-seven thousand five hundred dollars increase for these items 
alone. Then there were increases in the State School and Public 
School tax, over which the city has no control. The Water and 
Sewer matters are going to use up considerable money within the 
next year or two and I feel that a wise economy along other lines 
may well be practiced. 

General 


The Play Ground Commission and its work are thoroughly in- 
trenched in the affections of the children and parents. Parker 
Field has been equipped and opened and has been well patronized 
as has been the other play grounds throughout the city. We have 
a new Building Code; a new Trolley Ordinance and a new Ordi- 
nance to hurry up the Mayor in the matter of paying bills (which 
he approved). We are to have a new Police Pension Commission, 
appointed by the Mayor, alone. 

We are to have an Overseer of the Poor appointed by the Com- 
mon Council, this matter having been taken out of the hands of 
the Mayor. 

Il trust we will have an Inspector of Weights and Measures; a 
Board of Protectors; Abolishment of the fee system; Purchasing 
Agent appointed; a committee placed in charge of city property, 
and that Muhlenberg Hospital shall receive substantial recognition 
in the great work it is carrying on here in order that the unselfish 
men who are engaged in the work may be encouraged to renewed 
effort by a knowledge that their efforts are generally appreciated, 
and not for this reason alone, but that they may extend the work 
of extending relief to suffering humanity. 

I have considered and am convinced of the need for widening 
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Park Avenue from Second to Front Streets and of widening Som- 
erset Street from Front Street to the bridge, but the imperative 
need for spending money in other directions is so great at this time 
that this much needed improvement must wait. 

I have opposed and will continue to oppose the erection of great 
storage tanks for the storage of gasoline within the city. I regard 
them as a menace to life and property. Protests have been filed 
by the residents from the East and from the West ends of the city. 
There is vacent property outside the city which may well be used 
for this purpose. 

I have endeavored to be as brief as possible and have indeed 
passed some subjects with less than might properly have been said 
on them, but I recognize that short speeches, short letters, short 
messages and even short sermons are the most highly appreciated. 

I extend to you as a body and to each of you individually 
hearty wishes for a Happy New Year. 

I have endeavored to have in mind at all times the best interests 
of the city and I trust I shall always be impelled to that end and if 
differences arise between us I shall always bear in mind that though 
our views may differ, yet we are all working to bring about results 
that shall mean for our neighbors, and every citizen is our neighbor, 
and for our city, benefits that shall permanently endure.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SEWERS 


Plainfield, N. J., Dec. 28, 1911. 
To the Honorable Common Council of the City of Plainfield. 


GENTLEMEN:—wWe submit herewith our annual report of work 
done and moneys received and expended during the year 1911. 


Sewers and Appurtenances 


The total length of sanitary sewers, including those constructed 
by private parties under city supervision, is now 49.84 miles. 

230 connections were made with the sewers during 1911, the 
total number now being 3,746. 

Obstructions, mostly roots, were removed from eight sewers 
during the year, all but one of which were discovered by the in- 
spector before the sewers became seriously stopped. 

The intrusion of roots into the sewers is due to defective cement 
joints or to cracks in joints or in the pipe, sometimes very minute. 
Several compositions have recently been put upon the market to 
obviate this trouble and also to make the sewers water tight. They 
are melted and poured hot into the joints. Two of these com- 
‘pounds, the ‘‘G. K.”’ sewer joint compound and the ‘“‘Pioneer”’ sewer 
joint asphalt are to be used in the sewers now under contract. 

The sewers for which the contract was awarded to James A. 
Christie in October, 1910, were completed this year in an entirely 
satisfactory manner. The contract included the construction of 
two operating vaults or pump wells, partly under water, which were 
completed successfully and proved water tight. ? 

On December 6, 1911, a contract was made with Charles A. 
Peterson, of this city, for the construction of sewers in Lenox Ave- 
nue, Cameron Avenue and Laramie Road, with ejectors to lift the 
sewage to the sewer in Arlington Avenue. It is proposed to operate 
the ejectors with compressed air from the present Randolph Road 
pumping station. The contract also calls for a sewer in a part of 
Emerson Avenue. 

An additional main sewer will be required soon to care for the 
flow from the lateral sewers now being constructed and planned 
for in the northeastern part of the city. The sewer might run 
from the intersection of Hast Seventh and Richmond Streets to 
Grant Avenue and West Third Street. 


Pumping Station 

There are now 170 connections with the sewers draining to the 
Randolph Road pumping station and 23 with those tributary to 
the Monroe Avenue station. 

Last spring the Latta-Martin pneumatic ejectors at the former 
station were entirely dismantled, cleaned and adjusted. In Decem- 
ber they were again taken apart and cleaned, and are now in per- 
fect order. 

* The west motor burned out on September 10th and after being 
re-wound, was again partially burned out on October 29th. It has 
since been repaired and is now being run experimentally before 
being put into regular service. 

The motors and compressors installed at the Monroe Avenue 
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pumping station by the contractors proved too large to do their 
work with the required efficiency, and the firm is now puttting in 
smaller machinery. In the meantime, as the need of sewerage 
facilities in that section was very urgent, arrangements were made 
with the contractors by which the city is allowed, without accept- 
ing any part of the machinery, to use one unit of the plant while 
the other is being changed. The plant has so far worked without 
failure. 
Disposal Works 


The disposal works have been operated under the direction of 
Mr.eR. §. Lanphear, manager and chemist, along the same general 
lines as during the past few years. The analyses indicate that the 
quality of the final effluent, although showing a gradual deteriora- 
tion has been satisfactory excepting for a few weeks in the summer. 


The septic tanks have been operated in pairs during almost the 
entire year, and each pair has been used one month at atime. The 
tanks are removing as much suspended matter for the sewage as 
during 1910 and when they are cleaned in March it is expected 
that the quantity of solids will be about the same as at the last 
cleaning. 

The septic tanks were cleaned last March and about 1,700 cubic 
yards of wet scum and sludge were run on to the sand sludge bed. 
This represented 3.01 cu. yds. per million gallons of sewage treated. 


The primary contact filters are badly clogged, holding only 20 
to 25 per cent. of their original capacity. It is necessary now to 
drain them immediately after filling as they drain so slowly that 
they do not completely empty. The bulk of the work of oxidizing 
the organic matter is now done by the secondary filters. From 45 
to 50 cubic yards of scum have been removed from the surface of 
the secondary filters during each month. 


A summary of the results obtained is given in the table on 
page 24. 

Changes in and additions to the present disposal works, the 
imperative necessity of which was discussed in the report of 1910, 
have been given serious consideration by this committee during the 
year. Hering & Fuller, who were engaged to advise the city, made 
a very complete report on the condition of the present works and 
on the most advantageous method of improving them and increas- 
ing their capacity. They recommend a reconstruction of the pres- 
ent plant, with additional contact beds and with “Imhoff” or 
“Emscher” (deep, two-story) settling tanks in place of the present 
Shallow, one-story septic tanks. These Emscher tanks have proved 
very satisfactory in a number of places, giving off no objectionable 
odors and doing their work in a very thorough manner. A second 
Set of settling tanks of somewhat different construction is provided 
for between the primary and secondary contact beds. 


The solids in the sewage flowing in the upper compartments of 
the Emscher tanks drop through slots into the lower compartments, 
where they are thoroughly digested and are, at long intervals, dis- 
charged through pipes into one of the present septic tanks which 
would be converted into a sludge drying bed. The sludge from the 
Emscher tanks is said to be inoffensive and fit for spading in about 
a week. 

The clarified sewage in the upper compartments passes on 
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through the controllers to the primary contact filters, then through 
the intermediate settling tanks and finally through the secondary 
filters to the brook. 


The contact beds would have floors entirely covered by half- 
round pipes in order to facilitate drainage, and would contain 
coarser stone than that used at present, particularly in the primary 
beds, to avoid clogging as much as possible. All of the beds would 
be filled from the bottom and the liquid would not rise to the sur- 
face of the stone. This would not only keep the effluent out of 
sight, but would minimize the odor. 


Automatic devices are proposed for directing the flow to the 
proper beds, thus avoiding the necessity of employing a night opera- 
tor. It is also expected that the operation of the Emscher tanks 
will be such as to permit the present work of screening the sewage 
_to be dispensed with. , 

The members of the firm of Hering & Fuller having dissolved 
partnership, Mr. George W. Fuller was engaged by the Common 
Council to prepare preliminary plans and accompanying report for 
presentation to the State Board of Health for its approval. These 
papers were laid before the Board on December 12th and a public 
hearing will be given before action is taken on the plans.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STREETS 


1 Sp Plainfield, N. J., December 28, 1911. 
To the Honorable Common Council of the City of Plainfield. 


GENTLEMEN:—wWe submit herewith our annual report of work 
done and moneys received and expended during the year 1911. 


New Macadamizing 


All of the streets included in the macadamizing contract of 1910 
which were not constructed last year were finished this fal] and the 
assessment for the cost of the work is now being made. 

A new contract was entered into with Mobus & Burke on July 
5th for the construction of 3.86 miles of new macadamizing, part 
to be plain, water-bound macadam and part to have a bituminous 
binder, applied by the penetration method, in the upper course. 

The streets included in. the contract are as follows: 

West Fifth and West Sixth Streets from Monroe Avenue to 
Clinton Avenue; 

East Sixth Street from Richmond Street to Central Street; 

Webster Place from Putnam:Avenue to Berckman Street; 

Berckman Street from Webster Place to East Seventh Street; 

Central Street from South Avenue to Woodland Avenue; 

Columbia Avenue from Leland Avenue to Frederick Street; 

Leland Avenue from South Avenue to Cushing Road; 

Hssex Street from Spooner Avenue to John Street; 

Irving Place from West Seventh Street to West Highth Street; 

Central Avenue from the end of the present macadam to the 
City Line; 

Hast Seventh Street from Belvidere Avenue to Terrill Road. 

These streets are nearly completed with the exception of Leland 


_Avenue and Hast Seventh Street, which cannot be finished’ until 


spring, the contract having been let too late to allow of completing 
so large a contract before cold weather. 
The following bituminous binders are being used on these 
streets: Tarvia X, Bermudez Asphalt, Texaco and Pioneer Asphalt. 
On East Seventh Street some heavy work was encountered, 
necessitating cuts seven feet in depth, and ponds and sloughs of 


equal depth to fill. 


On East Seventh Street and Leland Avenue several thousand 

feet of underdrains will be required. 
Street Repairs 

The principal repair work this year was on parts of Kast Front 
and West Seventh Streets and on Plainfield, Clinton and Prospect 
Avenues; ordinary repairs were made on other streets as listed 
in the schedule of expenditures. 

Slag from Pond Tool Works was used on Monroe Avenue and 
West Fourth Street and in the gutters of other streets. 

Richmond Street, from East Front Street to East Fifth Street, 
and West Front Stréet, from Grant Avenue nearly to New Street, 
were entirely re-constructed, and bituminous binder was applied 
to the upper two-inch course on both streets. The work was similar 
to that done on the streets macadamized by ordinance. 
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The part of West Front Street between Grant and Plainfield 
Avenues was done under an agreement with Mobus & Burke, con- 
tractors, and the remainder of these streets was constructed by the 
regular city force. ; 

The brick pavement was repaired in a few places, mostly at 
openings made by the public service companies; these companies 
pay the entire cost of such replacement. 

New bricks have been purchased for further needed repairs, 
which should be made when weather will permit. ; 

Many of the city streets are macadamized for a width of only 
sixteen feet, leaving a dirt strip on each side. These strips are the 
cause of much expense and complaint, as they only look well when 
freshly scraped, and repeated scraping cuts them below grade, 
causing further complaint. 

We believe that the time has arrived for abandoning this type 
of construction and that, with few exceptions, all streets should be 
paved or macadamized from curb to curb. 

The macadam on a number of the streets has become too thin 
to sustain the present traffic loads, and was badly damaged last 
spring when the frost was coming out of the ground. While these 
streets are now in good condition, it is probable that in case many 
alternations of freezing and thawing shouldoccur, similar damage 
to that done last spring will result. 

All of these streets greatly need substantial resurfacing, using 
enough stone to give them a good crown and adequate depth of 
material. 

We recommend plain macadam for the lighter-traveled resi- 
dence streets; macadam with pituminous binder for all others ex- 
cept those adjoining the section now paved with brick, and that 
on these streets some form of more permanent pavement be laid. 

Mention was made in the last annual street report, of “‘bleed- 
ing’ in the asphalt roads constructed in 1909, requiring the addi- 
tion of stone screenings. This trouble has practically ceased, and 
with slight repairs to level up the depressions, these streets will 
be very satisfactory. — 

Comment is sometimes made on the large amount appropriated 
each year for street repairs; it should be remembered, however, 
that much of the money placed at the disposal of the Committee 
on Streets is needed for purposes connected with, but not usually 
thought of as being street repairs. Some of the larger items of 
such expenditures this year are as follows:

It is probable that the amount annually required for street clean- 
ing will continue to increase, aS new streets are being continually 
added, the dumps are farther away and there is a demand for more 
frequent cleaning of the streets than has been practicable. 
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Grading 


Pemberton Avenue was partially graded from Central Avenue 
west, in order to carry off the surface water from the intersection 
of the two avenues, and Stanley Place was graded to drain West 
Fifth and West Sixth Streets west of Monroe Avenue. 

Grading has been started on St. Mary’s Avenue, following its 
acceptance by the Common Council and the building of a bridge 
over Cedar Brook by the County. 


Dust Prevention 


The work of dust prevention was continued on substantially the 
Same lines as in the past two years, and again most of the streets 
treated received but a single application. Where-light oils were 
used, and on streets with much travel, water sprinkling was re- 
sorted to to complete the season. 

The cost of oil and other surface applications was $5,367.97 
and the cost of cleaning the streets and applying the preparations 
was $2,300.18, a total of $7,668.15. 

The total area covered by the dust-preventive applications was 
370,200 square yards and the total length of streets included was 
172,600 linear feet, nearly 33 miles. 

The average cost per square yard, exclusive of stone, was 
$0.0207 cents. The cost of the light oils was about two cents per 
sqare yard applied, of the heavy oils two and one-half cents and of 
Tarvia B, three cents, exclusive of the cost of stone in each case, 
which costs about one-half cent per square yard extra. 

The cost of water sprinkling was $3,070.33. 

It is believed that some of the road oils cause an increase in 
the amount of dirt required to be removed from the streets in the 
fall and spring, and where the streets are much traveled they be- 
come very muddy in wet weather. This year more streets than usual 
were treated with Tarvia B, which is much less objectionable in 
these respects and seems to protect the macadam surface. Park 
Avenue, south of Seventh Street and West Seventh Street west of 
Spooner Avenue are good examples of this treatment. 


Sidewalks, Curbs and Gutters 


A great many bluestone sidewalks have been repaired this year 
in compliance with notices served by order of the Common Council, 
but still the general appearance of our stone sidewalks is very far 
from being satisfactory. 

A comparatively small amount of new bluestone flagging has 
been laid this year, as the use of concrete for sidewalks is rapidly 
increasing, making a decided improvement in the walks, except in 
the few cases which show inferior work. 

Considerable concrete curb, and combined curb and gutter have 
been laid this season. A great improvement to the city streets 
would result from the more extended use of curbing, and even more 
if the gutters could be paved, either with stone, brick or concrete.

Removal of Snow 
‘ Last winter was a favorable one as to cost of removing snow 
from streets, this item being only $450 as against $2,970 for the 
previous winter. The latter amount included a large sum for re- 
moval of ice from gutters. 


ie aes Soe 
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As it was necessary to clean the snow from the sidewalks in 
front of about 450 properties after the recent storm, it would seem 
that many owners and occupants are intentionally neglecting the 
requirements of the ordinance, and that it will be necessary to use 
more stringent methods in order to reduce the amount of sidewalk 
cleaning so that the present street force, augmented by as many 
extra men as can be obtained, will be able to promptly remove the 
snow from in front of the properties of absentee owners. . 


Street Openings 


The Commissioners appointed to assess damages and benefits 
for the opening of Astor Place through to Hunter Avenue have com- 
pleted their labors and their report has been confirmed. The pro- 
ceedings for the opening of Kensington Avenue to Park Avenue 
have been suspended by a writ of certiorari. 

We recommend that proceedings be begun for opening Manson 
Place, McDowell Street, Halsey Street and Bergen Street through 
to West Fourth Street, as called for by recent petitions. A map 
has been made showing the land necessary to be taken for the open- 
ing of these streets. 

We suggest that action be taken for the widening of Madison 
and Central Avenues from West Front Street to the railroad, as all 
the streets between Plainfield and Watchung Avenues are narrow 
and travel on the latter is impeded by the double track street 
railway. 

Street Numbers 


With the valued assistance of the City Judge and police force, 
considerable progress has been made in having correct street num- 
bers placed on buildings, and the eastern half of the city has been 
nearly completed. Attention is called to the requirement of the 
ordinance that the numbers shall ‘‘be plainly visible from the 
sidewalk.”’ 

Ash Dumps 


The only difficulty experienced in the management of the city 
ash dumps has been in preventing the ash-men from straying off 
from the designated dump (where the city dump-trimmer is sta- 
tioned) and making a nuisance at other places with rubbish and 
flying papers. The police department is assisting in preventing this 
nuisance. - 

Miscellaneous 


A shed adjacent to the Street Commissioner’s office has been 
rented from Mr. D. T. Kenney for ten dollars per month for the 
more convenient storage of tools and supplies. It is also used for 
making concrete curb for culverts and it is proposed to add the 
making of crosswalk slabs. 

The total length of macadam streets in the city is now 57.45 
miles. There are 0.78 mile of brick pavement, 0.07 mile of con- 
crete pavement and 23.31 miles of unpaved streets, a total of 81.61 
miles. 

The length of storm sewers is 6.03 miles. 

Last June, in compliance with the requirements of the new law- 
limiting the hours of employment of laborers on city work, the 
committee reduced the time of the laborers and teams from nine 
to eight hours per day, the rate of pay continuing the same.

The Police Department is classified as follows: 1 Chief, 1 Cap- 
tain, 2 Sergeants, 1 Roundsman, 21 Patrolmen and 1 Patrol Driver. 

If you will notice that during the past year the work of this 
Department has almost doubled, and every citizen asks for pro- 
tection and should have it as far as it lies in the power of the city. 
The numerical strength of the Department, and the vast area that 
must be covered, makes it impracticable at all times to give the full 
measure of service that the citizens demand. 

During the past year, the residents of the outlying districts 
have been very much alarmed being troubled with night marauders 
and thieves. The operations of this class of criminals are very hard 
to detect or capture, from the fact that they hide and watch the 
officers making their rounds. I would suggest that some Belgian 
Police Dogs be procured to be used in the outlying sections of the 
city, as they have proven very satisfactory in other cities where 
they have been used. I would also suggest that the finger print 
and Bertillon systems be adopted, as they will be a great advantage — 
to this Department. These systems are in operation in most all 
cities of this country and abroad. 

The hours of service of the Officers and Patrolmen should be 
regulated by your Honorable Body, as a great deal of fault is found 
with the hours. : 

I would also call your attention to the necessity of having regu- 
lar pistol practice at stated intervals, also the necessity of gym- 
nasium exercises by the officers and men of this Department.

GENTLEMEN:—I respectfully beg leave to submit to your Hon- > 
orable Body the report of the Fire Department under your control, 
for the year ending December 18th, 1911, being my twenty-fourth 
annual report as Chief Engineer. This report covers the number 
of fires and alarms attended by the Department, the amount of duty 
rendered and the amount of insurance and losses, as nearly as could 
be ascertained.

There are 8,000 feet of Hose in use; about 6,000 feet of good, 

and 2,000 feet of fair. We need 200 feet of new hose. 
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Horses 


There are fourteen (14) Horses in the Department; four of 

these will probably have to be replaced during the coming year. 
Hire Alarm 

Our system is of the Gamewell type, consisting of fifty (50) 
fire alarm boxes, about 28 miles of overhead wire (No. 10 hard 
drawn copper insulated), one 12-inch steam gong located at the 
Spicer Mfg. 'Co.’s works, five 15-inch house gongs (one located at 
the pumping station), eighteen 6-inch tappers located in the houses 
of officers and members of the Department, one six-circuit automatic 
combination storage battery and repeater switchboard having 
mounted on it instruments and switches for testing and charging, 
one seven-circuit repeater (two house circuits, five alarm circuits). 

Power for the system is generated at Headquarters Building by 
a motor generator set which delivers 180 volts direct current to 
110 cells of storage battery arranged in two large groups of 55 
cells each and known as Battery ‘‘A’’ and Battery “B.’’ These 
groups are again subdivided into smaller groups and connected in 
each fire alarm circuit in duplicate sets, so that when the repeater 
is in service, if one set should be broken all of the others would 
be operative. While battery ‘“‘A’’ is on the line, battery “Bis 
being charged, and this order is changed every morning. 

The storage cell used in the “‘BT” couple type of chloride ac- 
cumulator, made by the Blectric Storage Battery Company, and 
supplied to the Department by the Gamewell Fire Alarm Telegraph 
Company. This branch of the service is in charge of Allen B. 
Laing Company, under the direct management of Mr. A. V. Sear- 
ing, Jr. We have had good service during the year.

Water Supply. 


There are 371 hydrants placed throughout the city. The water 
pressure west of Richmond street is about 75 lbs.; in the Nether- 
wood Heights section about 30 lbs.; east of Richmond Street and 
south of North Avenue, about 60 Ibs. 


In Conclusion 


The steamer has had the old flues taken out of the boiler and 
replaced with new tubes, and some necessary overhauling done, 
and should now be in about first-class order. The hot water heat- 
ing boiler now in No. 4 Engine House should be taken out and re- 
placed with a gas heater, and the boiler placed in No. 1 Engine 
House to keep the water warm in boiler of steamer, giving quicker 
and better service and acting as a preservative to the boiler. There 
should be a permanent engineer appointed for this engine. 

The roof of headquarters building is past repairing and should 
be replaced with a new tin or slag roof. The floor in this build- 
ing is filled with patches and is in a very bad condition, and part of. 
it in a dangerous condition, and Bhould be replaced with a new 
floor as soon as possible. 

We are in need of two thousand (2,000) feet of hose. 

The matter of placing the overhead wires in the center of the 
city underground should be given your earnest consideration. 

Last year I called your attention to the need of another engine, 
either steam or motor, and called attention to the fact that motor 
engines were considered a success wherever used. We now have 
one in our immediate neighborhood that can be seen by any mem- 
ber of your Honorable Body at any time, and I hope you will 
earnestly consider the purchase of one during the coming year.

To the Honorable Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, N. J. 


GENTLEMEN:—wWe hereby submit the twenty-third Annual 
Report of the Board of Health of the City of Plainfield. 


We would especially call your attention to the fact that during 
the past year the Board has found it necessary to condemn and 
close several houses within the limits of the city, which have been 
unfit for human habitation. We are of the opinion that it will be 
necessary to continue this work and to make a systematic inspection 
of various localities in the city where the conditions for housing 
the inhabitants are improper from a sanitary standpoint and often 
indecent from a moral standpoint. We would further call your at- 
tention to the necessity for continued and increased efforts in the 
matter of suppression of tuberculosis. Thru the co-operation of 
the Anti-Tuberculosis League of Plainfield and North Plainfield, 
this Board has been able to conduct a more energetic campaign 
this year than heretofore, and we trust that by the end of another 
year very much greater progress will have been made. 

The Board would emphasize to your Honorable Body the im- 
portance and advantage to the city of establishing a municipal 
system for the collection and disposal of garbage, ashes and rub- 
bish. The present plan of licensing the various collectors is un- 
satisfactory, their equipment often poor and their services, es- 
pecially in summer when the collection of garbage becomes a very 
serious matter, is frequently very irregular. 
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The work of the laboratory where we are enabled to do all the 
necessary bacteriological work for the physicians of Plainfield, has 
gone steadily on and has in our opinion fully justified itself in en- 
abling prompt diagnoses to be made in many suspected cases of 
infectious diseases and thereby in contagious cases, enabling a. 
prompt quarantine to be established. 

We have continued the inspection of milk with the same care 
as heretofore. We feel that this is one of the most important 
factors of our work and one in which unremitting care is the only 
way of safeguarding the public health. 

During the past year the Board has decided to employ its own 
physician, and Dr. John H. Carman was appointed on April 15th 
to serve in this capacity. The Board has greatly felt the benefit 
of this development of its service and hag undertaken in connec- 
tion with this branch of the work, the inspection of the Sanitary 
condition of circuses and other similar traveling shows, together 
with the health of their employees before such shows were allowed 
to give their exhibition within the limits of Plainfield. 

The members of the Council will recall that this Board has sey- 
eral times addressed them on the water supply of Plainfield, and we 
beg to again inform you that we have in no wise changed our 
opinion as to the necessity of the safeguards which the Board has 
advised. 

The details of the work of the Board in its various developments 
are fully stated in the accompanying report of the Health Officer 
to which your attention is hereby called.

ANNUAL REPORT of the HEALTH OFFICER 


Plainfield, N. J., December 30, 1911. 
To the Board of Health, City of Plainfield, N. J. 


GENTLEMEN:—Herewith is submitted my report of the de- 
tailed workings of this department for the year 1911: 


Early in the year a change was made in our office location. For 
some time past we had found our quarters too small for the grow- 
ing needs of the department; particularly was this true of the lab- 
oratory, as we intended enlarging the scope of our laboratory by 
taking up a new line, i.e. the examination of contagious disease 
cultures. As we were unable to secure additional rooms in the 
Smalley Building that would meet our requirements, we moved to 
the top floor of the City National Bank Building, the corner of 
East Front Street and Park Avenue. The rooms are so situated 
and have been fitted up in such a way that they are likely to meet 
the needs of the department for many years to come. The labora- 
tory and office rooms are larger, lighter and more convenient in 
many ways. 


In February, Mr. Carl T. Pomeroy was appointed Sanitary In- : 


spector and Bacteriologist. The laboratory was more fully equipped, 
and free examination of contagious disease cultures was offered to 
physicians treating patients in the city. This work had previously 
been done in the State Laboratory of Hygiene, at Trenton, but by 
having it done in Plainfield, the result could be obtained much 
sooner, and preventive measures against the spread of the disease 
instituted more promptly. Many of the physicians availed them- 
selves of the opportunity offered and since the first of March, 
when the work was started, 192 cultures have been examined. 


> 
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During the past year the work of revising the Sanitary Code 
was begun, and the Articles relating to Nuisances, Stables and 
Manure, Spitting in Public Places, and Barber Shops were amended 
—the latter to include manicuring, hair-dressing, shampooing and 
chiropodist establishments; a new article regulating the keeping 
of rabbits, guinea pigs, goats and fowls, was also adopted. We 
hope to be able to complete the revision of the code this coming 
year. 

A section was introduced under the Nuisance Ordinance pro- 
hibiting the burning of all materials except those named in the 
section. An attempt was thus made to do away with the numerous 
complaints usually received by this department of the nuisance 
caused by bonfires and the burning of leaves. The corporation coun- 
sel gave his opinion that the right to pass such an ordinance did not 
come within the province of a Board of Health. Accordingly, we did 
not try to enforce the section, and its legality was not tested. 

Closely allied with this subject of bonfires and burning leaves 
is the question of the collection and disposal of ashes and rubbish. 
If the Common Council does not see its way clear to adopt a muni- 
cipal collection and disposal of the garbage this year, it would seem 
that at least the ashes and rubbish might be cared for by the city. 
The disposal of the garbage after once collected undoubtedly 
complicates the situation, but no such difficulty is presented so far 
as the disposal of the ashes and rubbish is concerned. This matter 
does not come under the jurisdiction of this Board, except that the 
city ordinance provides that permission to dump within the city 
limits must be obtained from the Board of Health. No less’ than 
thirteen dumps were maintained during the past year, and owing 
to the fact that only one man is employed by the city to keep the 
dumps in good order, it is not strange that numerous complaints 
were received. Under municipal control, this collection and dis- 
posal could be done with much less nuisance and expense to the 
community, and the establishment of such a system would be com- 
paratively simple. 

While it may be frankly admitted that the garbage problem is 
more difficult of solution, it is, however, of such grave importance 
to the residents of Plainfield that the Common Council cannot be 
too strenuously urged to take some means for relieving the situa- 
tion that has existed with little change for many years. This sit- 
uation has been described year after year in the annual reports of 
the Board of Health and in special reports, so that the Council is 
well aware of the disgraceful conditions which are practically the 
Same as in former years. There are a few more collectors—a total 
of 25 as against 21 last year—to increase the unpleasantness of 
the situation; the garbage is still being fed to hogs to be returned 
to Plainfield in the form of pork; an approximate two-thirds of 
the householders are still paying from fifty cents to two dollars 
a month for the removal of their garbage, while the other one-third 
who cannot pay these prices, are disposing of it as best they can, 
often by burning it or throwing it on the ground, thus creating a 
nuisance. 

This department has tried to do its duty in the way of seeing 
that its ordinances are enforced, and several arrests for violations 
of the garbage ordinance were made. 

It has been ‘suggested that the establishment of a municipal 
System of garbage collection and disposal would mean a higher tax 
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rate; this is unquestionably true, but the householders are AL- 
READY PAYING MORE THAN THE INCREASE IN THE TAX 
RATE WOULD AMOUNT TO. 

Hard as the problem may be, it has been solved by other muni- 
cipalities and some attempt should be made without FURTHER 
DELAY to solve it for Plainfield. 

The work of enforcing the provisions of Chapter 231, P. L. 
1909, relating to the manner in which foodstuffs should be kept 
or stored, was taken up again during the past summer. Under 
the wording of the law, we had no authority to make any discrim- 
ination between certain classes of food products, and thus in try- 
ing to carry.out the letter of the law, hardships were entailed upon 
the dealers. A communication from the State Board of Health in 
regard to the matter advised us that it was their intention to for- 
mulate rules and regulations for the uniform enforcement of the 
law throughout the State, so no further action was taken by this 
department. 

Special work was done this past year on the inspection of 
houses which we had reason to believe were being overcrowded. 
Sixty inspections in all were made, twenty-four houses being vis- 
ited, and a number of householders brought into court. No fines 
were imposed, but the effect was salutary, resulting in a thinning 
out of the occupants in several houses. 

During the year five houses were condemned as being unfit 
for human habitation. Two of the houses are now undergoing 
renovation and the other three are unoccupied. 

Your attention is particularly called to the mortality statistics 
given on the succeeding pages. The death rate was lower than it 
has been for fifteen years, and over 35% of the total deaths were 
of persons over sixty years of age. 

The number of cases of communicable disease reported was 
unusually low.

Scarlet Fever 


The forty-seven cases reported is about the norma] number; 
there was a decided decrease from ‘last year, and was remarkably 
low when the fact is considered that both scarlet fever and diph- 
theria were unusually prevalent throughout the State this past year. 
Although a careful investigation was made with a view to ascer- 
taining the source of infection, none could be definitely determined. 
The cases were reported from all parts of the city, and seemed to 
have no relation to each other except where more than one case 
occurred in a family. No case was reported from June 25th to 
October 15th. One death resulted from this disease. 

Diphtheria 

There were only twenty-two cases of this disease and one death. 
As a general thing, cases of diphtheria and scarlet fever develop 
Soon after the opening of the public schools, but this year only 
one case of diphtheria was reported after the first of September. 

Anti-toxin was supplied to indigent patients in several instances. 


Typhoid Fever 


Twenty-three cases, four of which resulted in death, developed 
in the city during°1911. Four of the cases occurred in one family; 
aside from these there was apparently no common source Of infec- 
tion, and in most instances the disease was contracted out of town. 


Tuberculosis 


The eighty-nine cases represent the largest number ever reported 
to this Department in one year. On the other hand, the twenty- 
seven deaths was an unusually small number. 

The cases are now being investigated by this Department, and 
detailed records kept in the same way as in cases of scarlet 
fever, diphtheria and typhoid fever. During the year Dr. John H. 
_ Carman was appointed Medical Inspector. of the Board, and as such 

the doctor made 120 visits in connection with securing information 
in regard to tuberculosis cases, the special object being to find out, 
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as nearly as possible, the number of cases of tuberculosis existing 
in Plainfield at the present time. The records were carefully gone 
over, re-arranged and classified. Visits to the homes of the pa- 
tients are to be made at stated intervals, or other means used to 
keep in close touch with the existing cases, which at this date num- 
per 64. When so desired, sputum cups and circulars of informa- 
tion are furnished to patients by this Department, and when the 
services of a nurse are necessary, the cases are referred to the 
Nursing Bureau of the Charity Organization Society. 

This coming year special inspections are to be made with a view 
to discovering unreported and undiagnosed cases in order that 
proper precautions may be taken against the spread of the disease. 

Disinfections after deaths and removals have been done as usual. 


Measles 


Forty-nine cases of measles were reported during the past year, 
as against eighty in 1910. 
There were no deaths from this cause. 


Chicken Pox 


This disease was prevalent during the latter part of the year, 
particularly in the east end of the city. Fifty-six cases were re- 
ported with no deaths. 

Hydrophobia . 

During the summer, a boy living in the west end of town, was 
bitten by a dog supposed to have rabies. The animal’s head was 
severed and sent to the laboratory at Trenton for examination, and 
Negri bodies were found, proving that the dog had had rabies. 

Preventive measures against the development of hydrophobia 
in the boy were taken by the immediate Use of the Pasteur treat- 
ment given by the physician of this Board. This treatment was 
evidently effective in forestalling any serious trouble, for no symp- 
toms of the disease appeared, and at this date the boy seems to 
be in excellent health.

ICE CREAM SUPPLY. 


During the past year the State Legislature passed a law 
(Chapter 59, Section 2, New Jersey Laws, 1911) requiring all ice 
cream manufacturers to be licensed, and much of the authority 
given to local boards’ under Chapter 231, Laws of 1909, was there- 
by transferred to the State Board of Health. Inspections of ice 
cream manufactories were, therefore, made under the direction of 
the Division of Creameries and Dairies of the State Board of 
Health. Under these conditions, comparatively few inspections 
relative to the ice cream supply were made by this department. 


Ninety-four samples of ice cream were collected and analyzed, 
seventy-two being taken from Plainfield manufactories, twelve from 
dealers selling a supply from outside sources, six from drug stores 
and four from a small dealer. 


Four samples of the cream used in making the ice cream were 
also analyzed. The cream used was obtained almost entirely from 
local sources, and as the dairies are inspected and occasional sam- 
ples of the regular supply of cream analyzed, special analyses were 
not necessary.

The system of dairy inspection, established by this Department 
ten years ago, has been continued, but the work connected there- 
with has constantly grown on account of the ever changing and ~ 
ever increasing number of dairies supplying milk in the city. This @ 
work of trying to keep the dairies up to the standard prescribed 


by the ordinances of this Board 


and presenting more complications as the years go on. 
it to be time and effort well spent, however, as the protection of 


is assuming greater proportions 
We believe 
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the milk supply is second in importance to no other phase of the 
work of a board of health. 

During the past year, 147 dairies and 4 creameries supplied 
the milk sold in Plainfield, in addition to the 12 small dealers. 
Progress is being made, on the majority of dairy premises, toward 
better conditions, and this means a cleaner and more wholesome 
product. 

On one dairy a case of scarlet fever developed, but prompt 
action on our part and the co-operation of the dairyman prevented 
any spread of the disease. By observing strict quarantine measures, 
the dairyman was allowed to continue to serve his customers. 

The total number of inspections made in connection with the 
milk supply was 2,048, as shown by the following:

The number of samples of milk analyzed this past year was 
slightly less than the preceding year, owing to the fact that no 
samples were taken from stores, and there were fewer retailers, 
there being a total of only 66 dealers as against 74 last year. 

377 samples were analyzed, 332 of which were samples taken 
from the regular dealers each month. The remaining 45 were 
either brought to the laboratory or taken as special samples. Twen- 
ty-four samples of cream were also analyzed. ; 

During the year a law was passed by the State Legislature 
(Chapter 40, Section 6, P. L. 1911) reducing the standard of milk 
solids from 12.00 to 11.50 per centum, and requiring a fat content 
of not less than 3.0 per centum.

WATER SUPPLY 


The public water supply of Plainfield comes from deeply driven 
wells, located in a slightly populated portion of the Netherwood dis- 
trict. Frequent analyses of the water made during previous years 
have shown it to be of unusual purity. Occasionally, however, an- 
alyses have shown the presence of Bacillus Coli Communis in the 
water, but this has been the exception. It will be noted from the 
table of water analysis that in the first five samples taken this year, 
B. Coli was absent, but in the sample taken in May first, it was found 
to be present. In the next two samples it was again absent, but 
reappeared in the one taken on August 28th, and was present in 
four successive samples. 


Though the contamination was slight, the condition was so un- 
usual that an effort was made to locate the source of the trouble, 
and to this end special inspections of the lines and plant were made, 
and series of samples of the water taken for analysis from various 
parts of both Plainfield and North Plainfield. The State Board of 
Health was appealed to and sent an Inspector on several occasions 
to go over the situation; and members of the Common Council 
and the Water Company were also conferred with. 


The dates on which the above-mentioned samples were taken 
and the result of the analysis are given in the following table. These 
analyses were all made at the Laboratory of Hygiene at Trenton. 


In addition to the twenty-six samples from.the public supply, 
eleven samples were taken from wells, twenty-five of the Wat- 
chung Spring Water and one of the Washington Rock water—mak- 
ing a total of sixty-three.

REPORT OF SHADE TREE COMMISSION 


Plainfield, N. J., December 28th, 1911. 


To the Honorable, The Common Council of the City of Plainfield, 
New Jersey. 
GENTLEMEN:—The Shade Tree Commission begs to submit 
the following report for the year 1911: 


The work of the Commission has been much the same as during 
previous years. The elm trees on all the city’s streets have been 
carefully sprayed and, with the exception of a very few trees which 
were badly attacked by the elm leaf beetle a few years ago, came 
through the summer in very good condition. Considerable work 
has also been done in spraying maples which in places have been 
badly attacked by fungus and scale. 

Many trees have been removed on streets where they were 
crowded too closely togther, and this work will have to be greatly 
extended as years go by, for on nearly all our streets. the trees were 
originally planted altogether too near each other for a permanent 
stand. The result is that on many of the older streets of the city 
the shade is so dense that the streets and houses have become damp 
and less desirable for residence than formerly. The only remedy 
is to cut out some of the trees and let the sunlight in. A street and 
the houses on it are much more attractive and healthful where the 
trees are far enough removed from each other so that one can see 
some of the blue sky above and have the advantage of enough of 
the direct rays of the sun to sweeten the soil, permit the growth of 
grass on the lawns and prevent any excessive dampness accumulat- 
ing in and around the houses; in other words, where there is an al- 
ternation of sun and shade. 

The work of systematically trimming the street trees has also 
been pushed and carried further this year than ever before. This 
work has only been limited by the funds available after caring for 
the elms and such other work as is absolutely necessary. We would 
like to cover the whole city during the coming year by trimming 
all the remaining trees, but without an additional appropriation 
we shall have to content ourselves with pruning the trees on the 
streets most in need of treatment. Another year we hope to give 
much more attention to this work, and to push it forward each year 
until all the street trees have been properly and thoroughly trimmed. 
There is nothing that will do more to increase the attractiveness and 
beauty of our city than the proper pruning and care of the trees 
on the streets and private grounds of its residents. 

The City Park has been cared for as usual, and never before 
presented a more attractive appearance. 

We are pleased each year to note an increased interest in the 
proper care of the trees on our streets, and.the resulting demand 
from individuals for treatment of trees on private grounds. We 
should like to see another forester, or expert on trees, located in 
Plainfield, so that this demand could be fully met.

The figures for the attendance at the different school playgrounds 
for the season beginning July 5th, and ending September 9th, are 
as follows: Bryant School grounds: Opened 49 days; total at- 
tendance 7,373; average daily attendance 150. Franklin School 
grounds: Opened 52 days; total attendance 6,696, average daily 
attendance 108. St. Mary’s School grounds: Opened 51 days; 
total attendance 4,816; average daily attendance 95. Irving School 
grounds: Opened 53 days; average daily attendance 234; total 
attendance 12,411. Grand total attendance, 30,196. Daily average 
attendance 587. © 

Equipment 

EKach of the four school playgrounds is equipped with the fol- 
lowing apparatus of standard make: 1 Large Swing Frame for 
Children, 1 Baby Swing Frame, 1 Children’s Steel Lined Slide, 1 
Sanitary Drinking Fountain. In addition, the Bryant and Franklin 
School grounds have ‘each an iron and steel “‘Giant Stride,’ and 
St. Mary’s ground has a ‘“‘Kindergarten Swing.’’ All apparatus is 
shaded either by tree or by covers erected this summer. This 
equipment is fully adequate and, because of its superior construc- 
tion, should last for many years. 

. Supervision 

A trained supervisor has been employed to direct the play of 
the children at each playground. Believing that competent super- 
vision is even a more important factor in the success of a playground 
than the ground itself, the Commission has exercised great care in 
the selection of these play-leaders. It has sought to choose for 
the work only those who possessed the technical training, the play 
spirit and the school qualities required for the work. It has also 
employed an experienced playground worker as Chief Supervisor. 


Program 


Under the direction of Mrs. E. G. Bowers, who served the Com- 
mission as Chief Supervisor, the following daily program was car- 
ried out at each playground:—-9:30 to 10:30, quiet talk and story; 
10:00 to 11:00 occupation work; 11:00 to 11:25 organized games 
(girls), organized free play (boys); 11:25 to 11:50 organized games 
(boys), organized free play (girls); 11:50 to 12:00 dismissed with 
marching and singing. Afternoon, 2:00 to 3:00 (girls), occupation 
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work and folk dances; (boys) ball games, gymnastics, races; 3:00 
to 4:00 organized and free play for boys and girls; 4:40 to 5:50, 
dismissal with marching and singing. In carrying out this pro- 
gram the supervisors have trained a large number of their boys 
and girls to act as volunteer helpers. 


Parker Field 


That splendid ten-acre athletic field and playground was opened 
to the public on Labor Day when a fine program of opening exer- 
cises was carried out with the participation of over 500 children 
from the four school playgrounds in the presence of over 4,000 
people. This significant event was fully reported in both our daily 
papers. From the account appearing in the ‘‘Courier-News”’ is given 
the following extract: ‘‘Parker Athletic Field and Playground, 
on Randolph Road, the prettiest outdoor amusement place in the 
State, was opened to the public yesterday afternoon when 4,000 
people gathered there in response to the invitation of the Board 
of Playground Commissioners and admired the beauty of the field 
and its surroundings, besides enjoying the program prepared for 
the occasion. 


“Most of those who attended had their first view of the new 
play spot and great was their surprise to find such well laid out 
grounds, and such thorough equipment and the whole so pic- 
turesquely located. 


“More than five hundred children from the various city play- 
grounds took part in the exercises on the green and for them it was 
a great frolic. They arrived by special trolley and were marshalled 
in groups by the supervisors of the respective playgrounds When 
they arrived at the grounds there was a grand rush on the part 
of the boys to get on the swings, trapeze and other apparatus and 
some of them could hardly be coaxed away. The arrival of the 
children was well-timed for most of the grown-ups and already 
found places of vantage. The grandstand, seating 700, was not 
long in reaching its capacity and thousands stood or sat on the 
grass. 

“From the embankment extending the entire length of the field 
on the east side many viewed the events seated on benches or in 
autos or carriages. . . . Van Barr’s Old Guard Band played 
at intervals during the afternoon and accompanied the children in 
folk dances. Groups of children performed the Hungarian, Rus- 
sion Crane, Carrousel and Swedish Clapt dances. Then the ring 
games began in which more than a hundred children were in each 
of the four circles representing the different playgrounds. 


“Rollowing the performances on the green, the children gathered 
around a tall flag-pole near the entrance where Dr. Harold D. Cor- 
busier presented a large flag on behalf of Camp Bagley Post, Spanish 
War Veterans’ Association. In his address, Dr. Corbusier appealed 
to the patriotism of the young people about him and explained to 
them the importance of flag etiquette and why they should always 
respect the national emblem. George P. Mellick, president of the 
Playgrounds Commission, accepted the flag for the Commission 
and as the banner was raised to the top of the pole the National 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired. . 

“At the conclusion of the ceremonies the children who came on 
the special trolleys were taken home again and the older folks 
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settled down to watch the ball game between the Plainfield and 
Westfield teams.’’ 
Equipment 

Parker Athletic Field and Playground is enclosed with a sub- 
stantial wooden fence on the northern and western sides, and a 
six-foot wire fence on the eastern and southern sides. On the 
eastern side, upon a slight elevation, are several fine large oak and 
hickory trees, providing a natural grandstand commanding the 
entire field and affording accommodations for thousands of specta- 
tors. The field is further equipped with:

That the opportunities which the new field offers for wholesome 
play and recreation are appreciated is shown by the following at- 
tendance, figures furnished by Supervisor Charles R. Bostwick for 
the period September 4th-October 15th: 

The grounds and apparatus were opened Sept. 5th to 9th, in- 
elusive. The average attendance for that week was 175. 

Since that week the grounds have been opened every clear Sat- 
urday with an average attendance of 125. 
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The football field is used daily by about 75 High School and 
Grammar School boys. 

The field is promised for several H. S. football games. 

A Field Hockey ground has been marked out and in a short 
time three organizations will be using the field for this sport. This 
is for the girls. 

There is now a basket ball court laid out near the apparatus 
and games or practice in that sport is interesting many. 

There is already a demand for the baseball diamond for next 
spring. 

The number of teams that will want dates for games and for 
practice will necessitate very careful planning. 

The attendance of the week following Labor Day and on other 
days that the field has been opened, indicates what may be expected 
next season. 

The attendance is composed largely of boys from the age of 
nine to fourteen. There are over 1,000 boys between those years 
in Plainfield who remain in the city all summer. 

From the experience of the season, the attendance next summer 
may be expected to run as high as 400 daily. In that case the 
shelter house will become a very important center. 


Playgrounds a Civic and Social Necessity 


This year there were 500 cities maintaining playgrounds as 
against 90 in 1907. During the year 1910, 184 of these cities sup- 
porting playgrounds which reported to the Playground Association 
of America, maintained 1,244 playgrounds and expended over 
$3,000,000 for playground purposes. Seattle, Cincinnati and West 
Chicago each voted $1,000,000 for public recreation, Grand Rapids 
$2,000,000 and other cities proportionately large amounts. Be- 
cause a well-supervised, well-equipped playground is one of the 
most valuable agencies working for child conservation, thinking 
men and women believe in making generous provision for the play 
of the city child. No other argument is needed to establish the need 
for playgrounds, but a convincing argument for public playgrounds 
and public recreation centers can be made from an entirely different 
standpoint—that of business expediency. 

Owing to the generous gift of $5,000 by the,late Mrs. Edgerton 
to the Board of Playground Commissioners and the gratifying ap- 
propriation of $2,500 from the Common Council, the equipment 
of our School Playgrounds and the completion of the Parker Field 
were made possible. A large proportion of the money during the 
past year was for permanent equipment and we hope that the re- 
sults shown will unite with the approval of all citizens interested 
in the moral and physical welfare of the youth of our city.
